A good news photo Is a picture 
that has some punch in it, just 
gome kind of action—someone talk- 
ing on a telephohe, ready to op- 
erate a camera or perhaps helping 
the wife with the weekly wash. 
(You get the idea, don’t you?) 

The action desired in a photo, of 
_course, will depend largely upon 
the nature of the story. The sub- 
ject being photographed should not 
be looking directly into the lens of 
the camera because that sort of 
a pose invariably produces a star- 
ing expression that detracts from 
the photo. 

Don’t hesitate to ask a person to 
pose for a photo. Most persons,

Ends Long Service 


Mason County School Commissioner Began as 
a Teacher at Wiley in 1888 


Scottville—Awarding of certifi- 
cates to 145 eighth grade grad- 
uates of Mason county schools 
have this month drew down the 
curtain for George D, Griswold, 
county school commissioner, on 
an association with the county 
/educational system which began 
more than 50 years ago. 
Griswold declined this spring to 
run for re-election as commis- 
sioner, an office he has held for 
the last 17% years, but it was in 
the nearby village of Wiley that 
he started his career as a teacher 
back in 1888. 

The venerable educator says he
